gram ever instituted by the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. It is a nation wide 
blood transfusion service soon to be 
inaugurated to insure free blood to 
every Canadian man, woman and 
child needing it The doctor states 
“At present transfusions are avail- 
able only in the larger centres. In 
some provinces there are mo blood 
banks. In some parts of the country 
there is not enough plasma to treat 
one patient suffering from burns, A 
feevere burn case might need as many 
as twenty bottles of plasma at $40 
a bottle, a total of $800, The smaller 
hospitals simply cannot afford tao 
maintain a plasma stock,” 

The program—suggested ‘by and 
based on the successfu] blood donar 
program in wartime—will require an 
initial capital outlay of $1,000,0v0, 
When it is in full operation it wil, 
cont between $500,000 and $750,000 » 
year to maintain, 

The service will collect blood from 
voluntary donars and supply it to 
hospitals on condition that the hospi. 
tals charge patients nothing for the 
transfusions. ‘The Red Cross hopes 
ultimately to bring every medica 
practioner in the Dominion into the 
plan on the same free basis and thus 
save the lives of many women who 
die annually in childbirth due to lack 
of plasma.

FOR MANY YEARS the undefended border between Canada and the 
United States has stood as an example to the world of the manner in which 
nations can live peacefully side by side if both have the will to do so. Over 
a hundred years have passed since there has been any grave dispute between 
these two countries and as time passes the possibility of serious trouble 
arising becomes increasingly remote. During the war a joint plan of 
defense was set up for the protection of this part of the world against 
possible enemy attack, and had such an attack come there would have been 
complete co-operation in combatting it, no matter which nation was most 
vitally concerned. Had Western Europe been similarly united before 1939, 
the history of the last seven years might have been quite different.

One million enlisted in War II as 
compared with 628,000 in (World War 
I. Pensions for War I reached a 
peak in 1982 and the amount in that 
year was $41,800,000. The peak for 
War II should be reached in 1951 
and will be about 60 million dollars, 

The Veterans Allowance amounts 
to 17 million a year and of course wil] 
tbe earried on for many years. 

About 100,000 ex-service men will 
take up land under the Veterans Land 
Act. Each will get a grant of about 
$2,000.00, ‘This together with the 
cost of administration, will be about 
$250,000,000. 

About 40,000 are taking university 
training and about 100,000 taking 
vocational training. 

"The really big costs are the re- 
habilitation measures. In the next 
five years this will amount to one and 
one half billion dollars or more. Some 
of the items are as follows for World 
War II: 

Treatments $186,400,000; out of 
work benefits $24,501000; vocational 
training $76,734,000; awaiting 1¢@- 
turns.; This is a grant to farmers and 
others to carry on until profits eome 
in $31,321,000; university training 
$164,237,000; unemployment {nsur- 
ance contributions $24,541,000; war 
service gratuities $522,444,000; hos- 
Pital care $60,000,000. 

At the present time here are 12 
bills going through parliament, Each 
bill is amending and improving some 
veteran legislation. There are changes 
being made in the (‘War Services 
Granta Veterans Rehabilitation Act, 
Veterans Loan Act, Benefit Acty, 
Veterans Act, Pension Act, Allowance 
Act and the Fire Fighters Benefit 
Act, 

These amendments will mean an 
outlay now of $3,500,000 plus an an- 
nual cost of $3,950,000. 

The committee dealing with this 
legislation is made up entirely of 
returned men and they have held 
many meetings. \
